Louisville, Ky., Oct. 16—{Special.}—Albert

The cells are of two 


blood corpuscles carry food and particularly the gaseous foods, such as oxygen. 
They catry food to the tissues, while they carry waste away from the tissues: Again, 
it is the gaseous waste, in the main, that the red cells transport. 

The white blood corpuscles are the fighting men of the blood. They waste no 
time carrying food to the tissues nor waste from them. No bread wagon nor garbage 
Wagon for them. They are the soldiers of the commonwealth. 

Each cubic millimeter—roughly, about fifteen drops—containe about 5,000,000 red 
blood cells and about 6,000 to 7,000 white cells, but the number of white cells varies 
Within broad limits because they wander in and out of the blood celle according as 


their work demands. 


If the blood be examined deen the number might not exceed 
8,000 of them in the same quantity of blood. 


Not only will all the reserves be called away from their resting places by the 
dase call. but new cells will be made with great rapidity. When germs of certain 
kinds get into wounds the leucocytes gather around them, engulf, eat, and digest them, 


or else die in the attempt. 


Not all leucocytes are equally tive fighters. There te a kind that twists, turns, 
and moves around so actively that its nucleus seems te split up into two or mote 
nuclears. These are called the polynuclears. Ordinarlly they make up about 60 to 76 
per cent of the leucocytes. They are the light cavalry of the human army of defense. 

It is their duty to skirmish over the country roads, find the enemy, bring him to 
bay, and hold him unt!l the heavier arms can come up. After the artillery and infan- 
try have arrived the cavalry continues in the fight.

ACCIDENTS AND DISEASES OF IRON 
WORKERS. | 
UCH was the title of a paper by 
Dr. Röpke of Sölingen, re 
Ironworkers, especially workers 
raw iron, have a great many ac- 
cidents, and, contrary to what one 
would ‘think, mechanical accidents are 
more frequent. than scalds and burns. 
Their disease rates are algo higher than 
normal. 

In raw iron work the men are pol - 
soned by the gases, vapors, and dust. 
When air passes over red hot iron it 
has a burnt odor and it does harm. That 
we have noticed in houses heated with 
stoves and hot air furnaces. Part of the 
cause is the charrink of dust and bac- 
teria; part of it is carbon ‘monoxide gas. 
This gas abounds in foundries and roll- 
ing mills if the structures are inclosed 
enough to allow it to accumulate. 

» 4 — 

In what he terms the small iron in- 
dustry the harm, in the main, is from 
dust. . 

(1) Blacksmiths suffer from coal. dust, 
coal vapor, from sudden changes in tem- 
perature, and from overwork. The read- 


er will note the distinction between the 


effects of coal dust and smoke and vapor 
— distinction ‘usually lost sight of by 
our anti-smoke nuisance friends. 

(2) The locksmith trade is not a dusty 
one The workmen develop curvature 
of’ the spine from sitting in bad positions 
for long stretches. 

(3) File cutters also develop stoops and 
‘postures from working at badly placed 
benches. They suffer from lead poison- 
ing occasionally. Their consumption ae 
is moderately excessive. | 

(4) The grinders suffer heavily oben 
the dust diseases. They lead the list ot 
donsumptives. Röpke found that iron 
workers had more than their share of 
eczema and boils. Bs 

Galvanizers w especially subject to 
eczema, They re nearly always deaf 
after working one year ju a noisy shop. 
They had an excessive amount of con- 
sumption, Though pneumonia and colds 
were frequent, their rise did not keep 
pace with that in consumption.

The author lays this down as a basic 
proposition: “The state, the commn- 
nity, and the employer all have the same 
interest at heart—to keep the ironwork- 
er in good health.” Nor does he neglect 
to emphasize the obligation of the iron- 
worker to keep in good health. A part 
of the protection is properly the duty af 
the employer. A part of it is the duty 
of the employé. 

The basic principle of the method laid 
down is: Dust and gases must be ten- 
dered innocuous at the place of their ori- 
gin.“ And, again, the almost universal 
note of optintism: “The mortality rate 
among metal grinders at Sölingen is 
much lower than in the good old days.”

| Albinia Brodrick (who has been wrong- 
ly described in the cable dispatches as 
„Lady Brodrick), arrives tomorrow 
in New York, to take up the study of 
nutsing and household administration in the 
teachers’ college of Columbia university. 
under the direction of Prof. Adelaide Nutting. 

She is over 50, and far from rich, Some 
time ago she took up nursing as a profes- 
sion, obtained a diploma, and has lately 
deen attached to the staff of the leading hos- 
pital in County Kerry: She is now bert 
on establishing a hospital of her own at 
Ballincoona in the same county, where she 
has been subsisting on 5 shillings a week in 
order to save money for the purpose. 

The Hon. Albinia proposes that the hospftal 
which she has in view will mot only care 
for the sick, but teach the peasantry, and 
especialiy its women, the ethics of sanitation 
and the cate of the household, and it fs in 
order to be able to direct this sort of tuition 
more efficiently that she proposes to study 
for some time at Columbia under Prof. Nut- 
ting. at the same time collecting money 
wherever possible for the projected imsti- 
tution.

ENDING ‘THE COAL s 


CREATURE.” 
Chicago, Oct. 16.—[{Editor of The Tribune. 1 
—Clearly outlined upon the horizon of hu- 


man history, indefaceable by time or eternity, 


stands a pattern for pérfect marihood—the 
Man of Nazareth. 

By those who hated and misunderstood 
him he was called a glutton, a winebibber, 
an agitator, a disturber of the peace, a con- 
spirator, a fanatic, a menace to the govern- 
ment and to humanity, a dangerous man 
ambitious for place, power, and possession— 
seeking kingship and control. . 

The malice and materialism of the age at 
last found a channel of expression through 
the greed and love of place, power, and pos- 
session in the mind of Judas, and the Man 
of Nazareth was betrayed and assassinated. 
Yet in his darkest hour, when malicious per- 
secution was at its height, he said: 

“Father, forgive them, they know not 
what they do.” 

Human nature is the same throughout all 
times and races. The same human element 
of prejudice, ignorance, malice, materialism, 
which brought about the results in the Mes- 
sianic days have suggested in like manner the 
attempted assassination of Col. Roosevelt. 

Yet in his supreme hour of pain and dan- 
ger Theodore Roosevelt's first thought mani- 
fested through his very first words after 
being wounded, exhibited no concern for 
himself, nor for his family, nor his party, 
but for the misguided. deluded man who had 
attempted ‘his life, and who was in immedi- 
ate danger of being destroyed.

Roosevelt have been logtcaliy true, just, 
generous, broadminded, and helpful to hu- 
manity, yet the real divinity of his charac- 
ter was never put forth more forcefully than 
in this one line voicing the divinest and most 
reformatory of all spiritual attributes, com- 
passion. 


Never has this nation beheld a truer index : 


to his real character and the moral and 
spiritual force of his utterance will work 
like leaven in the fair-minded hearts of a 
fair-minded nation.

U. S. TO'PROTEST OUSTING OF 
STANDARD OIL FROM GERMANY 


Officials of Company Aseured Support 
of This Country if Proposed Plan 
 Materializes. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 16.—[Special.}— 
The movement to oust the Standard Oil com- 
pany from Germany will be fought by the 
state department. This was made clear 
when it was declared today. that any attack 
on the company will meet with a defense 
just as vigorous as the United States gov- 
ernment can put up. 

An official declares the state department 
has not failed to take note of the abuse, per- 
version of fact, and threats directed at the 
United States government and American 
commercial interests recently by newspapers 
which are known to be sem!-official. 

If the plan to oust the Standard Oil com- 
pany from Germany materializes and the 
circumstances make it possible for this gov- 
ernment to act, there will be no hesitation in 
calling Germany to account, he declared. 

The officials of the Standard Oil company 
have not brought the matter to the attention 


‘of the state department. The company has 


been aestired. however, of all the. support 
which the government can give it in case of 


 conftict with the German government. 


It is the policy of the state department in 


matters of this kind that when a product of 


the United States once is outside the bor- 
ders of this country it bears no mark except 
that ok American.”

SYDNEY.—A few years ago’ we heard 
much of New Zealand. We were told that 
New Zealand had done this, that New Zea- 
land had Gone that, and along with the telling 
went the implication that what NewZealand 
bad done might be done elsewhere with

Various measures tried out in New Zea- 
land or Australia have been urged upor the 
American people from time to time. ‘We 
were positively assured that New. Zeeland 


| Mind had really solved once and for all cer- 


tain fundamental problems. Later the same 
tale emanated from Australia. 

There is no more truth in this than in the 
observation which was made probably a few 
thousand years ago that the invention of the 
cart solved the problems 6f human locomo- 
| tion. A few years ago we likewise were 
| equally certain that the locomotive had 
solved the problems of locomotion. 

Man is eternally solving problems—or 
should be—but his desires, his inclinations, 
his tastes, and his demands outrun solutions, 
and before we are fairly settled into one con- 
dition we have anticipated another in our 
minds and struggle toward that. Our aims, 
goals, and ideals move forward at times 
even faster than the progress we can make in 
solving existing problems 


Social State Far Off as Ever. 

Australia has done ceriain things, set In 
motion certain inventions designed to bring 
about a social state. Yet the social state 
seems as far off as before. I do not mean to 
imply ‘that Australia has not advanced to- 
ward the so-called social state. It has, in 
some ways; in other ways, hardly at all. 

The streets of Sydney are dirty, shockingly 
dirty—not as bad as many of ours in Chi- 
cago, but «extremely dirty as compared with 
the etreets of Paris or Berlin. Apparently 
they have always been dirty in Sydney—no 
doubt cleaner today than they were twenty 
yeare ago, and the Labor party is held re- 
eponsible! 

Men get drunk and women go wrong be- 
cause of labor, but so far I have heard no 
one call labor to account for the mismanage- 
ment of Australia’s e agi hotel on the 
ground that labor rules fn state and federal 
politics. ; 

I heer a dally stream of lament about the 
fmpoesibility of getting good servants. Peo- 
ple won't work. wages have gone up, serv- 


fants demand more holidays and half days. 


Why.“ I was told the other day. it is no 
longer safe for a real lady in Sydney to have 
a baby! If she does she must hire three 
shifts of nurses, because nurees refuse to 
work more than eight hours a day—and all 
ee of labor! 


Insolence No New Invention. . 

Our real business is to igquire whether 
there is any relationship between effect and 
alleged cauke. Working people gre insolent, 
we are told. Labor replies: We are not 
insolent; we are merely copying your man- 
ners. Labor's insolence is mot necessarily 
concerned with labor poHtics. Insolence was 
javented long before the ballot box, and is 
aot confined to any country. 

So it is with wage boards and industrial 
eourte, To say they fall or succeed because 
ot labor is at best but a small part of the 
truth; ‘perhaps altogether false. Within 
each nation and people ls a certain vague, in- 
definable, indescribable something which we 
call character; it is always bad if it doesn’t 
bear our own hallmark, or it it differs from 
that to which we are accustomed. 

The demand for an eight hour dey began 
as early as 1855, in Sycney. The idea soon 
spread over Australia, and today nearly every 
profession and trade has eight hours as the 
maximum day's work. The move now is to 
reduced a week's work to forty-four instead 
of forty-eight hours. That Is, labor wants a 
net day of eight hours with Saturday half- 
holiday, which means that other week days 
must not be overloaded by way of compen- 
sating for the Saturday half-holiday. 


Below 44 Hours a Week. 
In the building trades this has been accomi- 
plished—forty-four hours a week. In some 


| years. 


has been fixed by the wages board at forty- 


two hours weekly. 

In all the states except. Tasmania the 
closing time for shops, except those especial- 
ly exempted,.is 6 o'clock b. m. on four days 
of the week, 9 or 10 p. m. on one day, and 1

RUSSIA 70 ABOLISH DECREE 
of BANISHMENT TO SIBERIA. 


Authorities Find Dumping of Convicts | 


There Seriously Hampers the Devel- 
opment of That Country. 


(BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®D. } 
BERLIN, Oct. 16.—That Russia is to ebol- 
ish the dread decree of banishment to Siberia 
by order of the czar is the news received by 
the Deutsche Journal-Post from St. Petera- 


According to the Journal-<Post the Russian 
minister of justice lo elaborating a bill abol- 
ishing penal servitude in Siberia and sub- 
stituting the punishment in the pent- 
tentiaries of Europe Russia without com- 
pulsory settlement of the convicts after serv- 
ing their sentences, which is to be super- 
séded by similar police supervising. 

Since the signing of the peace treaty with 
Japan, Sachalin has been unavailable as a 
penal settlement. The number of convicts 
in Siberia has been increasing, and there are 
bitter protests from the respeeta ble free pop- 
ulation of that country. 

The authorities recognize the fact that the 


| dumping of convicts In Siberia. is seriously

Servia, Bulgaria, and Greece 
Expected to Act, Says 
Dispatch to Paris. 


COUNTRIES WORK AS ONE. 


Montenegrins Capture Berana, 
but Operations Around Tushi 
Will Be-Halted. 


BULLETIN. \ 
[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Oct. F. 3 a. m.—aA dispatch from 
Belgrade says Servia, Bulgaria, and Greece 
will declare war on Turkey today. The Matin 
adds that the official notification of this dec- 
laration will be given simultaneously by all 
three countries. 


LONDON, Oct. 16.—The Balkan fighting re 
mains limited to the Montenegrin border; and 
there is a curious indisposition on the part of 
Bulgaria and Servia to take a final place in 
the hoetiNties. 

This hesitation 1 0 in diplomatic 
quarters as a good omen, pointing to the pos- 


prevent it, may succeed in ne the 
duration of the war. 

The fact that Italy is now free to e the 
conference will greatly strengthen the Ru- 
ropean concert and is calculated to make the 
Balkan states more amenable to European 
pressure. 

The rumor that Bulgaria has actually de- 
clared war has not been confirmed. The Mon- 
tenegrins, after hard fighting, have captured 
Berana, but it ie reported that there will be 
a pause in the operations around Tushi. 
Undoubtedly this is due to the Montenegrine 
realizing that they have paid too dearly for 
their successes in heavy losses of life. 


Severe Fighting Wins Berana. 

The surrender of Berana wag preceded by 
the severest fighting. Seven thousand Turke 
and Albanians made their escape, but 1,200 
troops, fourteen guns, and two month® sup- 
plies were captured. 

Under cover of darkness the Montenegrins 
stormed two important positions on Rogame 
Heights and captured two Krupp guns with 
ammunition. During the night they in- 
trenched themselves and the battle was re- 
sumed early in the morning. 

In the meant!me a Montenegrin division 
under Gen. Vukotitch broke through the 
Turkish lines to the enst and completed an 
enveloping movement. When the garrison 
saw thet they were completely surrounded 
they hoisted the white flag. 


‘Urge Preparations for Battles. 
King Nicholas accordingly bas issued a 
Proclamation urging his soldiers to restrain 
their impetuoeity and adapt themeelvee to 
modern conditicns of warfare. which demand 
artillery preparation before an attempt is 
made to storm fortified positions.

It is purified of the taint of 
sex which has marked all the notorious melodies 
of. recent memory, - with the ‘exception of the 
naive “ Good-by Nverybody.“ Also it is thrilling, 
but it does not borrow excitement from the 
flesh. From the technical point of view the 
waltz is much more elaborate in form than we 
have. been accustomed to, even from the 
Viennese school. It harks back to the tradi- 
tions of the elder Strauss. Its motif, however, 
has that simplicity and individvality of musical 
phrase which makes song hits, and if The 
Eternal Waltz.’ could remain in Chicago for 
awhile it would be omnipresent. The planos of 
the flat dwellers are ready for a change of 
diet, and The Eternal Waltz” is recommended 
as the right kind of pabulum. 

The piece fs well played, but not 30 well 
sung, except by the large chorus which has 
plenty of good round voice. Miss Shirli Rives, 
to whom the melody of the waltz is allotted, is 
a pleasant lady, but she is inadequate to the 
vocal demands of. the role: and Cyril Chadwick, 
who plays the comic part of an English actor- 
manager, is bland. and nimble. As has often 
been told, the story of the piece is a slight in- 
cident supposed to burlesque the mannerisms 
of Leo Fall himself in his capacity as “ waltz 
king.” There is a large orchestra, of which 
Arthur Weld is the temperamental . shepherd, 
and on the stage a band of pretty lady violin- 
ists, imported from Europe, plays melodiously. 
Despite the fact that it makes a diverting hour 
at the Palace it needs the skillful hand of an 
expert to realize its full value. Six other num- 
bers are on the bill at the Palace. They range 
from trained roosters to wild monologists.
